DREYFUS IN FRANCE.

Captain Dreyfus was safely landed in France
#n Friday night, and |8 now at Rennes awalting
retrial and, it {8 to be hoped, full vindication.
His landing was effected cleverly and quietly.
Instead of heing brought to Brest, to be con-
fronted by a multitude of sightseers, and ex-
posed to probable insnlt and possible assault
by his enemies, he was brought ashore at
Quiberon, where no one but the officers in the
eecret were looking for him, amd was safe in
his quarters at Rennes before the news of his
landing was generally known., Some such ar-
rangement was expected by judiclous ohservers,
It is another proof that they order some mat-
ters particularly well in France

And what next?  Well, Captain Dreyfus,
treated with the eourtesy due to & man of his
rank, and arrayed in the full uniform of a
French Army officer, will be put upon trial
again, we suppose, s soon as possible. The
trial will be conducted before a court-martial.
The names of the members of the court have
been announced. They are not familiar to the
general public in this country, heing those of
gubordinate officers who have not hitherto fig-
gred in the Dreyfus controversy.  The pre-
sumption Is that they are honest and Impartial
men, who will try Captain Dreyfus honestly
and render a verdiet in accordance with the law
and the evidence. One thing ls certaln, the
court has not been packed for either side; and
another, that 1t will not be coerced by a Cab-
4pet Minister, nor seduced hy the secret jmpart-
@atlon of garbled verslons of forged documents.

The precise mode of procedureé has not yet
been announced, and we are not sure It has
been decided upon. The case is unique In
French jurisprudence. There l& no precedent
to be followed as a gulde. There is. therefore,
gome doubt as to whether Captain Dreyfus will
be retried simply on the old charges—that s,
on the old indictment, without any new instrue-
tiops—or whethier a new indictment will be

TO0 MANY POLICEMEN ALREADY,

Our Police Board, which is now made up of a
cheap lot of petty politicians, says that more
policemen are peeded.  This suggestion will not
he accepted hy the taxpayers in a sympnthetie
spirit, When Theodore Roosevelt was at the
head of the Department he worked bard to
compel the members of the force to do thelr
full duty. No one who has been reading the
newspapers since Mr. Van Wyrk became May-
or can harhor any doubt as to the reasons why
the present commissioners were appointed, and
as to the condition of the foree In manners and
marals, Evidepnee taken by the Lexow Com-
mittee a few years ago proved that many police
officinle were corrupt. The laws of this State
are so careful to protect the innocent that they
afford too many facilitles for the gullty to es-
cape.

It i eertain that varioug police officlals for
years before the evidence In the Lexow jnvesti-
gation was brought out had been carrying on
a earefully devised and far-reaching system of
extortion and blackmall. But it is recognized
on all ¢des that the diffienltles of eonvicting

When nearly all the prosecutions which were
brought after the Lexow investigation falled to

Refore the Mazet Committee, when Richard
Croker, whom thousands of wearers of the uni-
form look upon as the embodiment of authority,
testified that his chilef ohject In publie life was
to enrich himself, It was plain that dighoneat
policemen would be embaoldened to continue in
every path of evil which they had heen pursu-
fng. On hoth sides of the East River the Pollee
Department appears to be now In almost as
unfortunate a condition as It was In the Tweed
times. Nevertheless, this  Pollee  Board,
smirched with disrepute as it {s, has the ef-
froutery to suggest that it needs more patrol-
men. It does pot need a man. It Is wasting
money steadily in large amounts. None of the
members of the Board pay sincere regard to
the interest of the taxpayers or the good name
of this clty. From the North River to the
eastern edge of Queens County, from the south-
ern point of Richmond to the Yonkers elty
llne, lounging, lazy pollcemen are seen  In
exceasive numbers.  They gather {n groups,
they indulge In profanity and riball talk with
an andaeity that has not heen approached for
years.

As a matter of fact, when we come to

The wheelman who performed the alleged fent
on Friday Is withont donbt a fine master of the
“silent stesd.” He mnay be the best wheelman in
the world; certainly he Is one of the hest. Buot
it f% a great error to suppose that he actually
propelled hiz bleyele at any such rate of spesd
He did ride a mile on his wheel In less than a
minute.  But it was not his pedalling that ac-
complished {t. Tt was the rallrond fraln Dy
which he was “paced.” He rode between the
palls, close beliind the traln, and the rear of the
train was provided with a sort of hood, nnder
the very brim of which he rode. Thus he was
not merely sereened from any head wind, tat he
was placed and kept In a tremendons wind, or
eurrent of air, travelling In the directlon In
whifch he was golng. He was riding in a eur-
ront of alr moving a mile p minnte.  Any one
who has ridden a bleyele in a wind knows what
that must have meant.  More than one vider has
sponsted” along a level road and even up a mod-
erate hill before a three-minute breeze,  How
fast could he go In a milea-minute hurrleans
such as that in which Murphy rode? Tt hardly
sepms extravagant to think that fhe Intter
might have made his mile a mioute on Friday
without ever touching a pedal, slmply drawn
along by the wind or the suetlon of the train.

ONE OF MAYOR TIEMANN'S WORKS.

“The good 18 oft tnterred with their bones”
fs a too true saying which eame stralght 1o

of respect to the memory of Danlel I, Tlemanmn.
who was Mayor of New-York at a thue now
beyond the recollection of all men not past

middle age. It waved nbove a elty vastly lnrger

worthy to be the metropolls of the Waestern
Hemisphere.  One wonld say it shomld wave
above n elty better In all respects than It was
forty-odd years ago.  Bur, unhapplly, such s
not the case, Onpe of the best works, the most
poteworthy and most benefleent, of Mr. Tl
mann's administration has been permitted 1o
lapse into decay, to such an extent that we
may almost declare that it I8 now to he “in-
terred with his bones™

It was Mayor Tiemann who gave the elty
its first gonernl syrtem of signhoards at streot
cornors,  The system was primitive, hut offec
tive, and quite adequate to the requircments
of those days, Narrow strips of glass, bearing
in plainly painted letters the names of the
streets, were placed In the glass eases which
covered the gns jefs at the stroet corners,
They were easily to be seen, and the names
were perfectly logible by day and by night,
If properly maintained, that system would have
heen acceptable for most purposes down ta the
present day,  But It was not malntained.  Even
while those gas lnmps remained In uee the
slgns were often neglected, migplaced or broken.
When electrie lighting superseded gas on the
prineipal thoroughfares they were ||r:||-t1.-:|ll,r|

abollshied. The lamps were dismantled, and
the slgns disappeared, In a few cases littls
metal slgns were put upon the dismantled

posts, half the time twisted 8o as to point the
wrong way., Evea when properly placed, these
were of lttle worth, Lalng illegihle at night,
when such signs are most needed. In other
eases glgns were put upon the corner halldings,
where they were still less servieeahle And
dewn to the last adminigtration the city was
practically  without any effective system of
ctrept slgns. Mr. Tiemann was not yet dead, |
bt bis work waa undone,

The last administeation, In” a partienlarly
gensible and sffective way, undertook to renew
Mr. Tiemann's work, Handseme gas lamps
were placed at street corners, hearlng In large, |
plain letters and figures not only the name of |
the streats there Intersecting, but also the num- |
bers of the hulldings on the corners, and these
were lighted at night, so that the Inseriptions
wonlil be easlly legible at a distance or to a
passenger In a swiftly moving vehlele. It was
an ideally perfect system, based on Mr. Tie-
mann's, but improving npon It as the ecity of
to-day improves in other respects upon that of
his Mayoralty I'nfartunately, before such
lamps and signs conld be generally distributed

LIBERALISM IN SCOTLAND.

If, as some say, the Ameriean Preshyterian
Church is drifting away from Jts moorings, It
{s anly following the example of its venerable
mother, the Presbyterlan Church of Scotland.
Amerlcan Preshyterian liberals have yet to
fight for recognition and toleration; but in the
Scottish Church that stage was passed some
years agn,  P'rofessor Briggs would not have
been molested In the Chureh founded by John
Knox. On the contrary, he wonld have found
in it scholars and thinkers like-minded with
bimself.  Open-mindedness {g the characteristle
of the Seoftish Church. Tmplieitly, if not ex-
plicitly, truth s the fipst artlele of its ereed,
and all the other dogmatie articles of Its erond
are Interpreted in the Hght of the trath, It
{s true the Biblieal seholars and theologlans of
Seotland are more conservative than those of
Germany,  But for all that, some of them would
liave as hard a time in the Amerlean Preshy-
terlan Clitreh as Professor Briggs had, Nor s
that all. A ritualistle tendency hos grown up
in the Scottlsh Chureh that has for its object
the restoration of some liturgieal and ceremo-
nlil  features  that  were  disearded ot the
Reformation.  This movement meets with a
sympathetie response from the people In the
Inrger towns, and hids falr to revolutlonize the
Churel.  Only In the remote country districts
will one find the typleal Preshyterlans of the
old days, and as they dle there are mone to
take thelr places. Thus, In spite of its strong
government  and 1= uneompromising oroed,
Seottlsh  Presbyterianism  finds tself moving
along In the stream of tendency.

But most remarkable of all I8 the drift
away from the severe conception af Iife and
religlon that characterized the Seottish reform-
ers. Durlug the last few years there hias been
a noteworthy ehange of sentiment fu regard to
the ohservanee of the Sabbath, Not long ago
Principal Story, the Moderator of the General
Assembly of the Seottish Chureh, preached a
sermon on Sabbath ebservance In Edinburgh.
In this sermon he made a strong plea for a
jess rlgld ohservanece of the day, and especial-
Iv for the opening of clubs, public gardens,
museums, art gallerles and libearies,  And he
referred In seornful terms to the “prosperous
Pharlsers” who oppose the opening of surh
places, where poor people might abtaln needed
rest and recreation, while they had no thought
for the overworked men and women In their
mills and factories, whose llves were heing
shiortened by unrelieved toil, He told how he
had visited Contlnental citles, awd il seen
worklngmen spending pleasant and profitahle
honrs on Sunday, with thelr families and
friends. In gallerfes full of heantiful works of
art. or Nstening to musie fitted to elevate anil
roflne thelr thonglits, That so prominent and
representative a man should thus hold up the
Continental Sunday for approval in a church
in Seotland’s eapltal ety 1s a striking illustra-
tion of the change of sentiment that has come
aver the Seottish Chureh to-day. It shows how
diffieult, if not impossible, It s for a Church
to resist the tendencles of the time. 1t may
refuse to change one lota of {15 ereed; yot along
with the old erend the members of the ("hureh,
botli ministers and people, will, perhaps un-
conselously, modify that ereed so as to square
it with their environment, And agalnst such
a modification of creeds there {8 no protection,
and ean be no appeal

The movement for the revision of the West-
minster Creod In the American Preshyterian
Church eame to an antimely end some years
ago, amd there was great rejoleing on the part
of the conservatives. But the more or less un-
conseions  modifieation of that ereed in the
thonght of Preshyterfans has heen golng on
over sinee,  Against that tendeney the General
Assembly 18 helpless, It mny suspend a Briggs
ar aildvise a MeGiffert to withdraw for the sake
of peace. But the sympathizers of these and
athier teachers of the new theology remaln in
both the pulplt and the pew, And any serfoneg
attempt  to delve them out wonld split the
Churel in two, In the old days the people
shaped their theology In accordanee with the
preaching of the pulpit. To-day they rend Dar-
win, Tyndall, Huxley snd Spencer, and are
more or less familiar with the results of mol-
orn Biblieal eritleism, Thelr religlous think-
ing 1= profoundly affected by these and other
stmilar Influences, and the only way in which
the Chureh ean counteract such Influences Is
to forbid the rending of all such hooks. Bat,
of conrse, that would he ineffective, as it has
no power to enforee such a prohibition.

The tarmers found profitable
customers for vegetahles and chickens and eggs
at hoth ends of the island, Finally, by negotine
tlons bezun in 1868 and ended in 1871, & treaty
ratorring the whole matter to arbi-
tration. The arhitratur was Emperor will-
jam I of Germany. He looked at the map and
looked over the documents, and made the only
award that seemed just or possthile.
